Continuing the comments on 
whet appears to be changed psy- 
chology with regard to improving 
streets in Menlo Park, we come to 
the matter of Bay road.

The council has listenel to 
many persons complaining that 
cars go “sixty miles an hour” 
down their streets. Bay road resi- 
dents were more moderate in thei¢ 
statements with “nobody drives 
less than forty miles an hour.” 
Traffic appears to go mcre rapidly 
when one is standing at the curd 
watching it go by than if cne is at 
the wheel driving. At my previous 
residence, people complained tc me 
of a neishbor who they said drove 
too fast down the street. and this 
came ladv, in turn, complained to 
me arout the 
street. 

The concern for traffic is due to 


two main causes, I believe. First is; 


the great upswing in the birth rate 
which has left Menio Perk’s relat- 
ively young population with a large 
supply of the grammar scheol and 
pre-schol set. 

It is natural that mothets 
should be concerned about their 
children’s safety, and the admor- 
ition to keep the children out of 
the street, though se md advice, is 
not alweys fezsible short of keep- 
ing little Dennis in a straight 
jacket plus a bali and chain.

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THE PROPOSITIONS 


The Recorder offers the following recommendation on the 
24 state propositions that will confront the voter at the No- 
vember 4 election and on the two county measures that will 
te presented at the same time: 

Number 1—Veterans Farm and Home-Bonds: Yes. There 
has been no organized opposition to this measure, which would 
merely validate the Veterans Bond Act of 1K. 

Number 2—Public School Funds: Yes: This measure ad- 

| justs to present-day levels in terms of dollar value, the propor- 
‘tion of school funds constitutionally required to come from the 
' state. 
In the 1930's the state’s share of school costs was about 
55 per cent, the portion borne by local taxation was about 45 
per cent. Tcday, because of inflation, the local taxpayer is 
carrying about 60 percent of the load, the state about 40 per 
cent. 

The state’s share in school support isan important one in 
spreading the burden over all sources of revenue, so that dis- 
itricts, without direct local access to the broader tax sources, 
shall not suffer unduly from inadequate. education. 

While it is true that this measure will put a larger part of 
the state’s budget beyond budgetary control of the legislature, 
it merely brings the situation back to the relative proportions 
of the 1930’s. The principle of constitutionally pegging state 
school aid has been followed in California since 1902. 

Number 3—Welfare Tax Exemption for Non-Profit School 
Property: Yes. The Recorder spelled out in detail last week its 
stand on this measure- 

Number 4—Payments to Needy Blind: Yes. This measure 
forbids any persons administering state aid to the needy to 
' dictate how such funds shall be spent and makes it clear that 
Such income to a blind person is not to be construed as income 
for any other persons. 


Number 5—Subversive Persons and Groups: No.

California Cities, programs partially sponsored by the veterans 
organizations, and could even be construed to exclude teachers 
from membership in the PTA. 

While killing so many worthwhile groups and their activi- 
ties in behalf of the public, the measure would leave private 
lobbyists—such as McLain—in control of the field. 

Number 11—Payments to Aged Persons: No. This mea- 
sure, also McLain sponsored, again proposes state administra- 
tion of all public assistance to the needy aged. It also further 
raises California’s already high level of old age assistance— 
higher now than in New York, Pennsylvania and Iinois com- 
bined—and would attract still more aged, non-producing resi- 
dents from other states to be supported by California’s estab- 
lished, productive citizens. 

Number 12—Military Service for Public Officers: Yes. 
Allows public officers to take active part in the military re- 
serves by narrowing the prohibition against simultaneous hold- 
ing of state and federal office. 

Number 13—Elections: Prohibiting Cross-Filing: No. Let’s 
not end the right of Californians to vote for the man of their 
choice in primary elections, regardless of party. Proposition 7 
sets the system straight. Let's vote to do that, but not to kill 
the system altogether. 

Number 14—Repeaiing Consitutional Restrictions on Chi- 
nese: Yes. This would eliminate four shameful restrictions 
placed on Chinese in 1879. 

Number 15—Toxation: Insurance Companies and Banks: 
Yes. This is a measure to equalize tax powers over the State 
Compensation Insurance Fund and private companies. 

Number 16—Borough Form of Government: No. This 
would permit chartered cities to set up 4 borough form cf gov- 
ernment. We feel that such geographical splitting of the 
powers of a municipal government opens the door to too much 
sectional wrangling within a political entity and is asking for 
the growth of petty ward-heeling and bossism. 

Number 17—Chiropractors: Yes. This measure is designed 
to raise standards for the chiropractic profession. It deserves 
support. 

Number 18—Community Redevelopment Projects: Yes. 
This would facilitate redevelopment projects designed to elim- 
inate blighted areas. It is not the same as public housing, 

Number 19—Grand Juries: Yes. This would provide that 
each new grand jury of 19 members shall contain no less than 
three nor more than nine members held over from the pre- 
ceding year’s grand jury, but that no grand juror shall serve 
more than two consecutive terms. 

The measure is propesed to smooth grand jury operation 
by providing a few experienced members, helping the new jury 
get off to a faster start and removing the likelihood of dupii- 
cated investigations every year. It is an experiment worth

Perennials Provide Periect Solution in Many Garden Problems

There are so many good things 
to be s2id about perennials that 
it makes me wonder why I bother 
to plant anything else. 

You can start with cuttings or| 
root divisions from a friend’s plant 
end in a few years have such a gar- 
denful of daisies that you can play 
the generous friend yourself. 

Most perennials are easy to grow, 
can remain in the same place three 
years, have two seasons of bloom, 
produce many, many flowers and 
are planted in the fall when the 
poor gardener has a little more time 
VERSATILE 

There are perennials of every 
height, color and form, and as cut 
flowers in the house, they-tast a lot 
longer than annuals. 

Hew much time and money you 
spend on your perennial garden 
depends on whether you want to 

fill in a strip alon~ the driveway, 


or accent your shrubbery with a 
clump of regal lilies or delphini- 
um. 

In any case, leave a good amount 
of space between your plants, for 
they will multiply each year, and

When dividing, it is best to lift 
the whole clump of a perennial out 
ef the soil.

| cellent for this purpose. 
Sometimes clumps can he broken | 


apart by hand, but more often two 
spading forks are needed. 

Well prepared soil is important, 
for you wi!l do little cultivation or 
feeding for several years after the 
perennials are planted. 

Dig in well rotted manure, and 
after leveling the ground, top dress 
with bonemeal (5 lbs.—100 sq. ft.) 

It is good te settle the ground by 
watering it, and then plant the next 


|day. Water in each plant to make 


certain there are no air pockets 
around the rests. Keep out any 
weeds at first, and as plants grow 
and spread, they will do this job for 
you. :

One of the most important peren- 
nials, chrysanthemums, is in bloom 
right now, and offers a tremendous 
variety of height. color and form. 

It’s fun to order plants now from 
the nursery when you can see the 
flowers you will get. 

The marguerite and shasta daisy, 
which bloom in July and again in 
September, are members of this 
family, and about the most satis- 
factory flowers I know. They can 
fill in spots between new bushes, be 
a background for any annual, and 
supply you with enough house flow- 
ers to last all summer. 

Geraniums and iris are just as 
fine, and though you may consid- 
er them teo common, remember it 
means they are easy te grow and 
have no troubles.
